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A DANGER-SIGXAL HERE.

Under tho law f.ho ofhclal voto for
Governor in tho electlon last week
WlU not be known until tho' Leglsla¬
ture meets ln January. Moantime, the
compilatlon which The Tlmes-Dfspatch
prlnts thls mornlng, as full as ls Ukoly
to be obtalnnble, and official us far ns

lt goes, offers a certaln amount of food
for thought,
Thls compilatlon tabtilatcc tho ofll-

clal returns from forty counties and
six cltles. certalnly coverlng more than
half the vote of tho State. It shows
that the counties and cltles lndlcated
gavo Judge Mann 35.870 votes and

Captaln Kent 17,313 votos. A year ago
these same counties and cltles gavo
Mr. Bryan 43,132 votes and Mr. Taft
23,008 votes. Tho Democratic shrlnk-
ago ln these cltles and counties thua
amounts to nearly 17 per cent. Tho
Republican shrlnkago amounts to near¬

ly 25 per cent. If wo flguro ln all cltles
and counties tho same shrlnkago which
is fOund to exlst In those here ac-

counted for. wa ilnd that Judge Mann's
total vote ls 68,8.16 and Captaln Kent's
total vote ls 39,587.
Let lt be repeated that these flgures

are not offered as authentlc and ex-

act. They aro slmply presented, in
tbe absence of authentlc and exact flg¬
ures, as tho must reasonable estlmate
that can bo made,
Now. up to last week there had been

three general electlons ln the Stato
¦lnce the new Constitutlon went into
effect, greatly reduclng the electorato.
In the presidentlal electlon of 1904, the
Democratlo party polled 80,648 votes.
In the gubornatorial electlon of 1905 it
polled 83,64-1 votes. ln the prcslden-
tlal electlon last year it polled 82,016
votes. Allowing for tho lncreaso of
populatlon In flve years, the normal
Democratic vote may safely be put at
the latter figure. say 83,000 votes. Yer
Judge Mann is estlmated to havo
polled only 68,846 votes, a loss ot sohlo
14,000.
In 1904 the Republican party polled

'. 47.8S0 votes. In 1905, "a gubematorial
year, it polled *G,795 votes. In 1908 it
polled 52.673. To average these would
not be falr, sinco lt ls known that.the
Republican party has a largor follow¬
lng ln natlonal polltlcs than lnsldo the
State. Let us hark back to the last
State electlon and say that the Ro-
publlcans have a secure normal vot«
of some 46,000. Yet Captaln Kent is
estlmated to have polled only 39,587,
a loss of some 5,500. ?
What do these estlmatea show7
Tho opposltlon flgures may bo cleared

out of the way at once. The utter
collapse of tho Ropubllcan campaign

*¦ makes them vlrtually useloss. Cer¬
talnly lt would be unsafe to base any
general concluslon or an optlmistio
nature upon- them. For reasons which
it ls neudlesB to unalyze, tho preslden-
tlal efforts to broak tho Solid South
have been aflewereja ln Vlrglnla with
'heavy defectlon from tho Taft Repub¬
llcans of a year ago. But supposo that
these efforts had been more success¬

ful. Suppose that exceptlonally strong
candidates and an able and aggrosslvo
campaign from tho Republlcans had
resulted ln their not only holdlng the
62,673 Taft votes ln 1008. but actually
addlng a tbousand or two to thero.
How would Democrats vlew tho 68,-
t(6 estlmated Mann voto then?
The questlon Ib worth consldertng.

The Times-Dlspatch estlmate brings
out two polnts which invito serlous
thought. * It lndlcates:

1. That between 4,000 aud 6,000 qual-
Ifted Democrats who voted ln tho prl¬
mary refus'ed to vote ln the election;
that ls to say, one Democrat ln every
fVfteen vlolated hls prlmairy pledgo
rather than do what hls pledge called
on hlm to do.

2. That some 14,000 qualttled Demo¬
crats refused to vote ln the election;
that ls to say, ono regular Democratlo
voter in every six stayed away trom
tho polls this year.

Is it possiblo to explaln these two
apparent facts by reterrlng to tho
"apathy" aud tho general sonse or se-

curlty? Was th6 Democratlo party any
less secure in I905. whon 83,544 Demo¬
crats went to ihe polls and voted for
Governor Swanson? Is there not a

danger-signal ot somo sort here, tho
cxact meanlng of which it ls tho duty
©f wlse party leaders to Investiguie
and examlne with somo solicltude?

IiKSEKTING THE PULFIT FOR BUSI-
\BSS.

Two clergymen ln the heart of

populous New England havo reslgned,
-epurately, to go lnto buelness. Both
of them are understood to havo been
drlven from the pulplt by the sinall-
ness of thelr salarles. Ono of them
has sald ao, Ho has Issued a state¬
ment declarlng lhat hc is maklng tho
change "for tho sake of tho money.
tbere lo ln it." Ho- polnts out that
clergymen'u salarlos havo stood stlll
"whUe wages havo lncreased 50 per
cent. and the cost of Uving aboul a.s

rnueh," and that ln twenty-fiye ycara".
hard servlco it le imposfclble for the
clergyman "to eavo an amount equal
lo one year'a salary or enough to keep
>lm one year."
T-C60 clergymen WlU, .of courue, bt

rltlclzed. Tho Idonl of a Chrlstlan
nlnlstry ls entirely removed from the
lueotlon of money. "Take no thought
or the morrow" was the express In-
unctlon ot tho flrst preachor of Chrln-
lanlty. Whatevor the clrcumstatices,
t cannot be thought Insplring to see a

nlnlstor abandon hls.holy calllng be-
atiBe he had a chance to "do better"
n a manufaoturlng dusIhobh. Yet lt
nust bo sald at onco that we do noi
Ivo ln an ldeal ora, but nn Intensoly
iractlcal ono, that the ago of mlrdclcs
eems to bo derinlioly over, and that
ho clergyroan who Walted ror the
avens to reed hlm and hls family
vould be llkely to flnd himself a

hnrge upon tho comtnunlty.
Tho case ls an exceedlugly dlfflcult

me. To say that tho parlsh should
ilways pay tho pastor a falr llvlng
alary ls a good deal llke begglng the
iiiestlon. The church dellberately,
nd properly, pushes Ita work Into
larlshes whlcb slmply cannot afford to
>ay such a salary. It ls a cardlnal tenet
hat tho poor should have the gospcl
ireached to them, and there cau be
10 complalnt- becauso tho poor pay
ioorly. As for tho Insplred men who
.oluntarlly chooso thls llfo of aelf-
acrlflce, they would hardly complaln
o long ua they havo food, clothes and
hclter, wlilcli ror a slngle man would
nean no moro *butlay than the very
joorest congregatlon could afford.
But many of these men are not sln-

rle; they are marrled and have large
amllies; and thls compllcates thelr
aso very serlously. The godllest man
nlght bc convlnced that however much
10 was ready to sacrlfico himself to
ho uttermost, ho had no rlght to sac-
iflco hls wlfe and chlldren. It would
10 rlgorous to say that no clergyman
hould marry wlthout an assured in-
lomo, even though St. Paul favored
:cllbacy as a general rule, and matrl-
nony ls cloarly convpilcatlng. Posslbly
i 6ort of Bupplement to tho home mls-
ilons fund, by which wealthy parlshes
lelped to pay tho pooror clergymen'f
lalarles, on somethlng more llke an
iqual basis. would be .tho most logical
vay out ot a condltlon which is cer-

alnly not satlsfactory as it stands.

Marguerlte Stein-
leil has become an fntornattonal sen-
lation. Men and women who avolt
he ordinary run of scandals and mur-
ler trlals are Interested desplte them-
elves in the examination of the beau-
Iful "tragio" wldow, who galned t'he
ove of a Presldent and Bhone In the
nost enllghtened clrcles of France.
Svory day adds now features to the
)roceedlngs, and every cable report
onutlns some new dovelopment.
But aslde from the dramatlc aspect

if the trlal, and apart from the in-
Ight it glves into the French love ol
ho emoilonal, thls caso ls a most in-
eresting study ln comparatlve Justlce.
?erhaps every one who reads the de-
alla of the cross-examlnatlon of tht
vitness by the Viscount de Vallot
ilotured ln hls mlnd tho contrast bo-
ween the scenes enactod ln tho grlir,
?arlslan Court of Asslzcs and thost
vltnesBed bo often beforo our Amerlcan
ribunals.
The serlous character of -Madame

Steinhell's alleged crime gave her lm-
ncdlate access to tho cour d'asslses
.ather than to tho lower criminai
:ourt. the trlbunal correctlonnel. Thut
ihe eacaped what would have beor
ho police court hearlng ln Amerlca
ind appeared before our Hustlng;
Sourt. The cour d'asslses has penai
lurlsdlctlon, and can sentence tho un-
mppy woman to death. From its de-
;lsion tho- only appeal lies to the
jhambro crlminelle of tho Court oi
wassatlon.the sbpromo judiclal. tribu-
ial of France.
As the latter court wlll onl> revlew

:he law in tho case, the hoarlng be¬
fore the jury of the oour d'asslses wil:
irobahly determine jidme. Steinhell's
:ate. While the vardlct must be glver
3y tho Jury of twolve, the law ts con-
urued by the three judges ot the court
who also conduct the examination
rhus tho chlef prosecutor is also thi
Jhlef maglstrate.
In tho eyeB of Amerlcan Justlce ther<

:ould bo no more complete reversal o.
iustlce. The presldont of tho court
tho Visoount de Vallea. browbeatB thi
prlsonor whoso edso he must revlew
and warns the Jury agalnst her wiles
"Her tears and lndlgnatlon," he sol
jmnly announces to them, "are all cal-
oulated to affect you." "Watch hei
Caint," ho scrcams to tho stolld twelve
"when I ask her tho next question.'
Or, agaln. "You aro a Uar, madame,'
ho crles to tha prlsoner. It must bi
remembered, though, that a gooa dea
of thls ls sheer stage-cruft. and tha
an exceptlonally savago attltudo oi
the part of the Judgo Is understdoi
ln Franco to inean a desire for a llgh
Bentence. Tho reactlon ln Bympath;
ls fully expected. And the freedon
glven the prosecutor ls excolled. I
anythlng, by tho latltudo allowed th
prlsoner, Sho tartly abusos the judge
appeals toarfully to tho Jury'and cite
a. thouaand scandals that have no hear

lng on the case, She wheedles wlt
nesseB, or begs tholr pardon for injus
tlce done them. with many a sob un

tear. As a result, thrlll rollows thril
seusatton rolls ou the hecls of senstt

tlon, and there ls not a dull momen
in her three days' examination.
Vory dlfferent would be the scon

ln an Amerlcan court. A grlm-ylaage
judge would wleld lmpartlul Justlci
whlle tho lawyers for the defena
would raise unendlng objections to th
examination of the S'tato's attornej
Moro than half ihe evldenoe would b
ruled out, or else heard with tho jur
out of tho room, Whatever tho rosur
\ve should be uble to oongratulate our
selvea upon the lmpartlul hearlng.

But, after all, thore la llttle Ukall
hood that our verdlot would bo mor
just than that to be glven by, th
French Jury. When tlie ovidenco 1
all in, and when the woary and hoars
prealding Justlce has compoaed hlir
oelf, Uo wlll jjiva InsirucUoiiH la Bt

cordunce wlth tho law. No doubt thel
Jury wlll forget lears anj rcproitolinsj
allke, nnd docldo the case on Its realj
merlts, Justlce ls JubIIcc, m Huropo
or In Amerlca.

Nine weeks from day aftor to-mor-

j row Iho General Assembly wlll con-
vene. In somo respeets, tho sesslon
thon hegun wlll bo tho most Important
ln tho recent hletory of the State.
Vltal measures and wclghly venturoa
must recelvo tho attention of tho mem-
bers. Noetled ruforms and wlso statu-
tory revlslons must bo approved.
Bvery member of tho Assombly wlll bc
called upon to voto on bllla wjiloh con-

cern the pcrmanont wolfaro of tho
Stato and tho lustlng bcttcrment ot lta
materlal conditions.
Of tho many Important subjects to

bo conslderod, few, If any, aro moro

urgent than tho reform of our tax
laws. Many of our tn.-c provlslons are

antlquatcd and unequal; almost ull of
them must bo revlsed lf tho State ls
to havo lta proper place ln the for-
ward movement of tho South.

ln antlclpatlon of the Assembly's
work, The Tlmes-DIspatch has rovlew-
ed our tax codo ln all Its features, and
has submltted a serles of retorms
which appeal to thls newspaper as

amply deset-vlng tho attention of thc
Assembly. These reforms havo no po-
lltlcal bearing; they affect no exlstlng
olllces, and atm solely at correctlng ex¬

lstlng Injustlce. They may be sum-

.narlzed as follows;

from the sale of prlvate tlmber as a

portlon of a farmer'a taxable lncome.
7. A franchloe tax for the manufac-

turers of Iniplements and rnachlnes,
wlth the Hcenso of agents under that
franchlse and thelr exemptlon from
other llcense taxes on thelr sales.

5. Tho readjustment of the genoral
Hcenso laws, and tho lncorporatlon of
a general clause levylng llcense taxea
ln proportion to tho proflts of tho 11-
censed business,

\^> 9. Tho defeat of the amendment for
'

tho electlon of commlssloners of the
revenuo and the re-electton of county
treasurera by popular vote.

10. The assessment of taxes by per¬
sonal servlce and personal oath before
tho commlssloners.

11. The servlce of tax bills on all
tax-payers to prcvent dellnquonctes.

12. A general forced sale of all de-
llnquent propertles, and the payment
of all dellnquont taxes before current
taxes can be recelvod. In thla nian-

ner '.he current tax recelpt ls a-guar-
antco that all dellnquent taxes are

pald. *

IS. In case other reforms are not
adopted aud asaessments are not prop¬
erly equull-ed, tlie udoptlon ot a di¬
rect InherltaJico tax, levled at 1 per
cent. on all propertles over $4,000.
Thls wlll prevent any posslble doftclt
as a rosult ot -.ther reforms.
Wo agaln subn.lt theae proposed re¬

forms to the a.tentlon of every niem-
bor of the Assembly, and shall take
occas-on to rovlew them durlng cora-

lng weeks, WO bellevo that thelr adop-
cton will remove unjust publlc bur-
dens from many classoa of tax-payers,
aud at the a-.me tlmo largely swoll
tho revenuo ot the Siate.

OUR LESSOX IN TYPHOID.

Good Work ot Heultli UlKciali Rcul
Cnase tor Low DeiUh-Kote.

Tho clty of Richmond, Va., has re¬

cently had u notable experlence wUh
lyphold fevor. Durlng tho twelve
months ended with last September the
mortallty from that disease was less
than half as great as in any prevlous
year .''for which staflstlcs are avalla-
ble. If certaln changes in the water-
works system or Rlchmond, which
were completed last rall, had then
gono into servlce, thoro would havo
been no questlon ln the mluds ot most
sanltarlans concerning tho causo ot
the dlminutlon In tho death rate: but
an acctdent Interrered with tho uso of
tho improvements. The eondutl which
leads rrom tho now settllng basln
burst whllo belng tosted about a year
ago, and it has not yet been recon-
structed. Henco thero has been no

altoratlon in the character ot the clty's
drlnklng water.
Rlchmond's good fortune, which ls

probably in no measure the result of
chaneo, emphaslzes a lesson which
health officers have not yet lenrnec*
any too well. With excellent reason tho
water supply ls usually suspcoted when-
ever tha prevalence of typhoid fevcr
becomes consplc.ious in any communi-
ly, but water is not tho only poaslble
source of danger. The liiBtallatlon of
a tlltor plant by the clty of Washlng¬
ton was not followed by as great a
reductlon In tho proportlon of typhoid
cases as luul been expected, and for at
least ono serlous outbreak of thls dis¬
ease which occurred after pure wutcr
had beon secured a partlcular dalry
wns found to be resnonsiblo.-' When
the truth concernlng Rlchmond Is
more fully known there Is a strong
probablllty tha* iho e.\-f>rclHO of speclal
vlsrilance regardlnff articles nf -

wlll bo found to bo tho sareguard
which t-ut down Its death rate to such
a remarkable extont. There. ls llttle
likellhood that the nepd'of keeolncr i>

strlct watch on a city!s water supply
wlll ever be overestimated, but to tn-
stall illters at prreat expense and then
noglect other prncautlnns Is poor poll¬
cy..-NOW York Trlbune.

STATESMAN'S ODD CAREER

Riscs From Shop of Marscilles
BookseiHer to Bccome Prime

Mlnister of France.

¦¦"j.-, uner ui. jx-i iMiinij in mo names,
denouncing her alleged cnllousnet-si,
The utternpts, "therefore, to ussociale
Louis Vetsera wlth the tragedy of
Meyerllng,. nine years later, und to
Ideutlty him wlth the mystertous
Frank Wykoff, whose death hus Just
taken place at Denver, are rldiculous.
Nor havo tho stories accordlng to
whlch he sought refuge ln tnts coun¬
try because he had kllled the Crown
Prince of Austria at Meyerllng tho
sllghtest foundatlon.
The ill-fatod Baroness Marlo Vetsera

had no other brother besides thla'
Louis Vetsera, who lost hls llfe In tho
Ring Theatre flre. There was a sls-
ter, who wau married. Tho father and
mother llved aeparately, under circum-
stances whlch turned all sympathles
towards him, rather than towards hls
Levantlne wlfe. For ahe was ono of
thu Baltazzls of Constantlnople,' and
a slstar of those woll known Austrlan
-raclng men who have mado thelr way
into Vlennese soclety, after a fashlon,
by way of tho turt and of tho huntlng
fleld. Twenty-flve yeara ago they wero
not recelved at court. lnUeed, when
Countess Anna Ugarte married Hector
Balta__i, ahe was consldered to have
reudered hernelf gullty of a terrlblo
nieaalllance, and although she con¬
tlnued to attend court t-ails and state
tunctlons, as member of tho court olr-
clee, to whlch sho beionged by blrtb,
her husband, Hector Balta__l, was
never lnvlted, was eompletely Ignored,
and was "never permltted to croaa tho
chreshold of the Hofburg at Vienna.

It .may be just as woll to mentlon
iicre that lt ls just because Baroness
Vetsera, the elder (who stlll survlves),
happened to be a BaltazzI by birth,
chat both she and her daughters were
barred from court. Baron Vetsera
himself, the elder, a mo.t agreeablo
and good looklng man, who was for
rnany yeslrs the representatlve ot the
Austrlan government on the Inter¬
natlonal Commission of tho Egyptlan
Debt at Calro, wus a memb.i u* ine
court oircle at Vienna, and much ilked
thero. But hls wlfe and daughters
.vere never admltted to prc-sentatlon
at court, and lt was for thls rcason
that the Crown Prlnco's lnfatuation
tor voung Baroness Marle Vetsera e»-

caped attention for ao long, and why
ne had been compclied to resort to the
good or rather. 1 should say, bad
uffices of hls morganatlc cou.ln, the
thon Countess George Larlsch, ln or¬

der to meet the baroness.
Countess George Larlsch, dlvorced by

Count Larlsch, and banlshed from
Auatrla ln consequenco of the role
which she played ln the clrcumstances
that led up to the vd_eath¦ of the
Crown Prince, Is now tho wlfe of tho
ex-baritone Bruck, and helps him to
manage tho small theatre ot whlch ho
ls the lessee at Metz.

Hnuvlcr to Rctlrc.
Maurlce Rouvler, who" was Prlmo

Minlster of France ln 1887. and agaln
in 1905. after the fall of Delcasse,
has Just purchased the Chateau of
Chapuy. near Meluln, one ot tho most
luxurious and magnlflcent country
seats wlthln motorlng distanee of
Paris. This is held by many, to con-
stltute a slgn that he has deflnltcly
retired from publlc affalrs. although
as long as ho lives ho ls certaln to be
consutted by tho leadlng men ln
France, ln the world of politica and
of flnance, ln all houra ot dtlllculty and
crlais. Iii fact, even hls enemles.and
they are leglon.recognlze him as one

of the most clever men of thc France
of to-day, and the respect which they
entertaln for hls abllltles is lncreased
by hls tacltum reserve and ratnor
haughty manner. so utterly toreign
to tlie nature ot' the people ol Southern
France, whenco he halls." V
His career ls of the strangost, anH

commeliced ln the ahop of a Marsolllea
bookaeller, who employed him. »rst

as an errand boy and then aa a drum-
mer, for the sale of books on tho in-
stalment plan. Subsequently ho en-

tered the servlce of a Greek merchant
named Zafiopoula, who waa establlsh¬
ed at Marscuies, and engaged ln tne
Russian graln trade. Rouvler s bus-
tneas took him to Constantlnople,
Odessa, Smyrna. Alexandrla and to
other Mediterranean portsy and ha% -

lne acqulred some wealth by apecula-
tion, he, In 1SB9. turned hls attention
to nolltlcs, and devoted all hls energles
to securlng the eleptlon ol Gambetta
as parllamentary representatlve o£ the
clty of Marsellles. For thls hc was

rewarded on tho fall ,o£ tho empiro
in 1870, by belng. uppointed
Secretary-General of the Prefeoturo. of
tho Department of the Bouches du
Rhon*. Tho followlng year he him¬
self was elected to tho Chamber of
Deputles. , ...

It was hero that ho got acquainted
with that- extraordlnary and brllllant
woman who afterwards became his
flrst wlfe, and who was at the tlme
representlng one of the moat Important
foreign European newspapers ln Parls,
more partlculariy as i-egarded the poll¬
tlcal and social features of French mo-
tropolltan llfe.

A Heart for AU. .j
She was the natural daughter of tlio

famous sculptor, Cadlot. Her mother
dlsappeared when she was acarceiy
two years old, and from that tlme
N-rth her chlldhood was passed ln the
vlclous atmosphere of her father s

studlo. At fifteen she became deeplyl
lnratuated with tho celebrated Abbe
Conatant; one of the most oloqueiit
nnd learned prleata of the age. fehq
took up;her abodo wlth him. und ln
1850 thelr relatlons, whlch woro of tho
moat public and flagrant nature.ter-
mlnated in a marrlage. Tho latlei
aroused a great outcry at tho tlmo,
and led to the oxcommunlcatlon of the
abbe. who theroupon assumed tho
name of Ellphas Levy, and became the
f-Mmd of Blanotil and Fellx Pyat. Two

L_vy deserted tho man who had sac-

vtflced hls brllllant prospeots ln the
church for her sako, became a pupll
and assoolate of tho sculptor Pradler,
inder whoso tultlon ahe aeveloped Into
a -very talentod soulptress herself, She
became the frlend of tha lato Duo de
Morn'y whoso hust by her chlwel la
ono of the best plastlc portralts ln
e"lotenco of that half-Wher of Na-
poleon XII- with whom sho was alao
broueht luto contaot. ,
